: Influence Beyond the Home 


Each of us have learned valuable life lessons, but wis- 
dom is not acquired by the same means each time. Some 
of what we know was taught by another; other things were 
attained having graduated from the school of hard knocks. 
I am sure you have heard a parent, teacher, coach, men- 
tor, etc. say, “Listen to me; I don’t want you to learn the 
hard way.” Aren’t we grateful for those who took part in 
our becoming who we are today! We each have a realm of 
influence and a responsibility to those within that realm to 
take advantage of the teachable moments in effort to set 
others up for future success. 

Before moving further, allow me to define two terms. 
The first is “influence.” Oxford dictionary defines influ- 
ence as “the capacity to have an effect on the character, 
development, or behavior of someone or something.” For 
the purpose of this article, influence and mandate are not 
synonymous. Influencing allows the other person to make 
their own decision while ultimatums or mandates make 
that decision for them. Matthew 5:16, “In the same way, 
let your light shine before others, so that they may see 
your good works and give glory to your Father who is in 
heaven.” Because of the influence here, others make their 
own decision about glorifying God. ‘ 

Secondly, I want to define “realm”, specifically “realm 
of influence”. Oxford dictionary defines such as a “field or 
area in which an individual or organization has power to 
affect events and developments although it has no formal 
authority.” We do not always have control over who is in 
this realm as we never know who is watching or looking 
to us for direction. We do recognize part of the group. 
Parents have their children (as do grandparents and other 
family members), teachers have students, coaches have 
players, and so on. I think of these influencers as agents 
of change. Prayerfully, each one strives to be a godly 
influence promoting positive change. “Let the word of 
Christ richly dwell within you, with all wisdom teaching 
and admonishing one another with psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs, singing with thankfulness in your hearts to 
God. Whatever you do in word or deed, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks through Him to God the 
Father.” (Colossians 3:16-17) 

Now what do we do with this? First, let me say that the 
influence. we have as Christians and then on to whatever 
subset in which you belong does not expire. We are to 
continue to live the example of Christ and teach the words 
of Christ among all those we encounter. To be more spe- 
cific, many parents, family members, teachers, ministers, 
etc. reading this have had years to invest in the lives of the 
soon to be graduates, soon to be “out of the nest”, soon to 
be working, and/or soon to be married loved ones.

As infant formula shortage continues 


Alabama pediatricians advise 
against diluting infant formula 


News reports abound 
about the current shortage 
of infant formula facing 
families across the nation 
and in Alabama, due to 
supply chain issues and a 
recall of products by one 
of the largest producers of 
infant formula in the United 
States. 

“Although the Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) does not 
have hard data on the extent 
of the shortage in Alabama, 
it is our understanding 
that the issue is related to 
several factors,” said Wes 
Stubblefield, MD, MPH, 
FAAP, ADPH District 
Medical Officer. “Due to 
supply chain issues and 
labor shortages, manufac- 
turers were already experi- 
encing strained production. 
With the recall of some of 
the formula from Abbott 
(Similac), the strain wors- 
ened, and shortages started 
to appear.” 

In general, infant formula 
can be found at retailers 
across the state. This might 
include small stores, larger 
chain stores, grocery stores, 
pharmacies, convenience 
stores and others. Medical 
provider offices may have 
samples that they can dis- 
tribute, and local commu- 
nity food banks are another 
potential infant formula 
resource for those in need. 

The Women, Infants, and 
Children program (WIC) 
offices at the county health 
departments, however, do 
not store stock of routine 
infant formula nor does 
ADPH regulate the distri- 
bution or store supplies of 
formula. 

Although both ADPH 


and the Alabama Chapter. 


of the American Academy 


strongly encourage breast- 
feeding, there can be barri- 
ers to successful breastfeed- 
ing and many women must 
rely on formula. 

Katrina Skinner, MD, 
FAAP, AL-AAP president, 
advises families who rely 
on formula not to dilute it 
with extra water, which 
can result in dehydration, 
weight loss and seizures. 
She also said families 
shouldn’t make their own 
formula, use cow’s milk 
or give babies plant-based 
milk because those options 
aren't nutritionally suffi- 
cient. Parents of babies with 
allergies and sensitivities 
that require them to use a 
specific formula should call 
their doctors for advice. 

Dr. Skinner said donor 
milk is safe so long as stan- 
dard guidelines are used: 
She recommends that par- 


ents use donor milk banks, ° 


where the milk is screened 
to make sure it is okay for 
consumption. 

“Families should  dis- 
cuss safe alternatives with 
their health care provider,” 
echoed Dr. Stubblefield. 
“Families. should also use 
caution when purchasing 
formula from internet sell- 
ers outside of well-known 
distributors. Purchasing for- 
mula from overseas can be 
dangerous as these formu- 
las are not regulated by the 
FDA” 

Dr. Skinner said her office

Ken Farris volunteered to help. About 20 people joined within a year. Then, ac- 
cording to plan, Dr. John handed off the church to a mission pastor. He did this three 
times. Once only two people remained when it came back to him: Charles Hendrix’ 
and Suzanne Seaton. After several years, he became pastor. The church is doing well. 
They have three volun-teer associate pastors: Fred Fowler, Duane Delmain, and Brad 
Boykin. They are blessed with a tremendous music team led by John Granger Jr. and 
Francine Jones. They are an active, friendly, ministering congregation. 

During the same period of time, Dr. Granger has helped several weak or hurting 
churches to be encouraged and find new vision. Sometimes that means giving primary 
leadership for a few months and at other times, simply guiding them in the selection 
process for a new pastor. 

One of these churches had already voted to close the doors. Dr. Granger came to 
be with them for a few months. They secured a new pastor. Within a year, they were 
averaging 50 people on Sunday, had bought land next to theirs, and had built a new 
addition to their buildings. 

In 2004, Dr. John began meeting with the other association missionaries in Southeast 
Alabama and with a State Board of Missions representative. Census data and observa- 
tion revealed that there was a tremendous need for a concerted and focused ministry 
"| and evangelism effort toward a growing Hispanic population. The coalition formally 
began Hispanic ministry in 2005. 

Rey. John Gunter had been an IMB missionary in the Dominican Republic. He soon 
made the commitment to be the regional hispanic missionary. His salary is underwrit- 
ten by the seven associations in Southeast Alabama and by the Ala-bama Baptist State 
Board of Missions. His basic work is to lead Hispanic ministry here and to engage the 
churches to be involved in doing the same thing. John and other volunteers who serve 
along with him minister in countless ways. They help folk come to faith in Christ and 
they help them to grow in their faith. He has been a tremendous asset to the Hispanic 
community and to our work. 

John also leads mission trips to the Dominican Republic, other island countries, and 
to Central American locations. Any of our people are invited to go. They have to pay 
their own way. Bro. John’s connections make for meaningful mission trips.

Their mission was simple: In an era of political division, they wanted to 
ensure that military families could mourn their lost service members - 
privately, peacefully, and without being disrupted by protesters. 

The Patriot Guard Riders are a group of individuals who will surround 
a military funeral, and specifically the procession, by forming a kind 
of human shield. The Riders take to motorcycles, cars, and trucks, 
and provide coverage around the mourners, ensuring their time of 
teflection and bereavement can proceed without interruption. 

Even if you don’t think there will be any trouble at your loved.one’s 
funeral service, having the Riders on hand to show solidarity and 
respect can be a meaningful gesture. Families can request the Patriot 
Guard Riders show up; the best place to start is by going to www. 
patriotguard.com and selecting the option to Request the PGR. 

In addition to supplying your contact information, you will also be’ 
asked if you need the Riders for an Honor Mission or a HOTH (Help 
on the Homefront) Mission. The former is for heroes who have died. 
The latter is for events meant to celebrate heroes still living - e.g., 
parades, etc. 

Also note that, in cases of a deceased service member, you will need 
to supply the Riders with the corresponding serial number, simply 
verifying that your loved one has died. 

Not every military funeral service needs the Riders to be present, 
but it's an option that's good to know about. If you have any additional 
questions about coordinating the presence of the Patriot Guard Riders, 
contact your funeral director and ask!

City leaders want Elba to be site of crisis diversion 
center for South Central Alabama Mental Health

The Elba City Council 
voted Monday night, May 
23, to enter discussions with 
the South Central Mental 
Health Center for Elba to 
potentially be the home of 
a new rural crisis diversion 
center. 

Tommy Wright, direc- 


tor of the South Central 
Alabama Mental Health 
Center, address Elba City 
Council members Monday 
night on this potential. 
He was joined by Sandy 
Flowers, clinical director for 
the center, along with other 
employees and board mem- 
bers from Elba - Rhonda 
Brunson, Lucia Grantham 


and Carol Jackson. 

“The Department of 
Mental Health has told 
our board we are approved 
for a new Crisis Diversion 
Center,” Wright said. “The 
governor has talked about 
developing these centers 
across the state to help those 
in a crisis situation.” 

He said the first three cri- 
sis diversion centers were

approved for Huntsville, 
Montgomery, and Mobile, 
and since then, centers in 
Birmingham, Tuscaloosa 
and Houston County also 
have been funded. 

“We have been promised 
a center, and this will be 
about a $6 million proj- 
ect,” Wright said. “We have 
come to Elba tonight to see 
what interest your city may 
have in this project and if 
you would welcome the 
project to your community.” 

Wright said there would 
be three components to the 
facility - a walk-in center 
[person seen and crisis dealt 
with], a temporary observa- 
tion unit for stays up to 23 
hours, and a 16-bed unit 
for longer stays up to 7 
days. Also, he said there 
would be two supportive 


it—a mobile crisis team that 
could actually go out with 
law enforcement if issues 
arise in the community, and 
an expanded crisis hotline 
for 24-hour availability.
